DYED TREES. 


A German Experimen in 
Porest-Paintine. 

Experiments are being made in 
the Weser district, in Germanr, 
with a view to prodacing coloured 
trees, and & striking initial 
haa already - been 
reported. 

An area of several acres has 
been set apart for the purpose in 


“ta large forest near the town of 


Ualar. Every tree in this area is 
hung with a receptacle contain- 
ing red or blue colouring matter, 
which is directed, by means 
of a robber tube, into the roots 


o’ the tree. Electricity also 
plays a part ia the colouring 
process. The colouring matter 


toakes its way, within about four 

weeks, to the uttermost ends of 
the branches and the smallest 
twigs, in tomo cases up to & 
height of twenty. yards. The tree 
then dies off, and is felled and cut 
into timber, The wood thus 
obtained is used for various pur- 
poses, aspécially for the making 
of furniture. : 

The part of the forest where 
the experiments are baing carried 
on may already be noticed from 
afar off, by the red or blue tint of 
the foliage.
